The  Caistor  Sanitary  District  consists  of  40  parishes  and  covers  an  area  of  119,992 
acres.  It  is  entirely  a"ricultural  The  estimated  population  for  the  year  1938  was  12,020. 
The  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  3.620.  and  the  number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers 
was  3.637. 

The  Mid  Lincolnshire  Ironstone  Company  [jimited  are  now  employing  156  men  at 
Nettleton  Top,  their  weekly  output  of  ironstone  being  3,000  tons.  Men  are  having  to  travel 
long  distances  to  work  owing  to  the  lack  of  accommodation  in  the  adjoining  villages. 

The  cultivation  of  sugar  beet  has  also  provided  labour  for  the  unemployed  agricultural 

workers. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  District  on  the  1st  April,  1938,  was  £26,306,  with  an 
estimated  produce  of  a penny  rate  of  £1 13.

A 3 inch  main 
supplies  the  village.  Good  supply  It  is  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Dixon  Estate. 

Kirmond-le-Mire. — Continuous  supply  from  springs  on  the  side  of  the  hill.  Water 
rather  hard.  Owned  by  Christopher  Tumor,  Esq. 

Limber  Magna. — The  village  of  Limber  along  with  the  farms  of  Limber  Grange  and 
Greenlands  are  supplied  from  a chalk  well  and  boring  at  Pimlico.

The  ground  level  at  Pimlico  is  70  ft.  above  Ijimber.  O.D.  200  ft.  The  storage  capacity  of  the 
reservoir  is  27,000  gallons,  equivalent  to  a 3 days  supply.  The  supply  has  been  known  to  fail. 
In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  a bore  at  the  new  Farm  House  Greenlands  was 
carried  thiough  the  chalk  to  the  greensand  at  a depth  of  348  ft  The  water  level  is  141  ft.

Claxby  and  Normanby  Supplies. — This  supply  is  derived  from  springs  on  the  hillside 
in  a field  marked  76  in  the  Survey  .Map  The  springs  are  impounded  and  subdivided  in  their 
distribution,  part  of  them  going  for  the  supply  of  Claxby  village  in  a f^  inch  main,  and  the 
remainder  for  the  supply  of  the  reservoir  that  operates  the  ram  in  a field  78  in  the  Survey  Map. 
The  reservoir  also  receives  a small  open  stream  used  by  cattle  for  drinking  purposes.  This 
probably  explains  the  Bacillus  Coli  in  the  sample.  The  water  from  the  ram  supplies  Normanby 
Grange  along  with  the  cottages  and  farm  buildings. 

All  this  property  was  sold  in  1919  subject  to  existing  water  rights  There  are  no 
water  rates  and  no  fund  available  for  maintenance  and  extension. 

On  inspection  it  is  obvious  that  we  have  here  a good  water  supply  but  at  the  present 
it  is  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  owing  to  lack  of  supervision  and  responsibility. 

I think  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  undertaking  should  be  taken  over  by  the  District 
Council,  and  this  opinion  is  confirmed  by  the  results  of  a recent  analysis.

— The  village  well  is  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Brocklesby  Estate  Co.  A 
bore  supplies  the  Rookery  Farm  and  cottages  belonging  to  it  There  are  4 more  bores  in  the 
village — at  the  Rectory,  School,  Glebe  Farm,  and  Miss  Tomlinson’s  The  average  depth  of  the 
greensand  is  ISo  ft 

Swinhope,  population  64,  area  132  acres — The  supply  is  partly  from  wells  and  also 
from  the  stream  which  feeds  the  lake  at  Swinhope  House  The  water  is  driven  by  a ram  to  a 
resei  voir  at  Cold  Hai  bour  about  a quarter  of  a mile  higher  up,  and  is  then  distributed  by  gravi- 
tation The  people  are  recommended  to  boil  and  filter  the  water  for  domestic  purposes.  The 
stream  on  its  way  to  Swinhope  passes  through  Binbrook  which  is  about  a mile  distant,  and  there 
it  receives  a certain  amount  of  crude  sewage  which  renders  this  water  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes.  The  analysis  is  unsatisfactoi'y. 

Waddingham. — The  public  supply  is  by  a series  of  borings,  and  the  system  is  economical 
and  effective  The  surface  rock  (cornbrash)  is  very  hard  and  difficult  to  work  The  average 
depth  of  borings  to  Lincolnshire  limestone  is  120  ft.,  and  the  average  water  level  is  5 ft.  above 
surface  A private  boring  (45  ft.)  stops  short  in  the  upper  Estuarine  bed  and  the  water  supply 
IS  not  satisfactory

Sewage  and  River  Pollution. 

The  streams  in  the  Wolds  are  small  in  volume  and  are  often  polluted  near  their  source. 

Water  power  is  going  out  of  fashion  for  agricultural  purposes.  The  small  engine  costs 
much  less  than  the  sail  of  a windmill  or  the  float  of  a water-wheel.  People  who  love  the 
countryside  may  regret  the  change,  and  prosaic  folks  like  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  chewing  the 
cud  about  it,  not  tor  aesthetic  reasons,  but  because  the  old  water  mill  helped  to  send  a cleaner 
load  to  the  sea.  The  water  is  no  longer  impounded  as  it  used  to  be  when  cracks  in  the  chalk 
were  •'  clayed-up  ” and  the  basin  of  the  mill  dam  made  water-tight ; a practice  that  might  well 
be  revived  for  flushing  purposes  in  a place  like  'riioresway,  for  example,  and  other  places  as 
well.  It  would  be  an  inexpensive  beginning  on  the  fringe  of  a big  question  But  it  is  not  at 
the  head  waters  alone  that  pollution  of  streams  takes  place.  The  streams  determine  the  location 
of  farms  and  villages,  and  contamination  at  frequent  intervals  is  more  than  can  be  dealt  with 
by  oxidation  or  dilution.  The  difficulty  has  not  been  enhanced  by  silted  channels  because  they 
have  been  dealt  with  in  a comprehensive  way  during  the  year.  It  is  not  the  container  so 
much  as  the  contents  that  require  attention.  The  more  general  use  of  sedimentation  tanks  in 
the  District  and  particularly  in  the  farm  yards  would  help  to  lessen  the  degree  of  pollution,  and 
the  manural  value  might  help  towards  the  cost  of  installation.
